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To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of 

the  Whitby  Urban  District  Council. 


Gentlemen, 

I  beg  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  upon  the  Health  of 
Whitby  for  the  year  1937. 

The  various  matters  are  dealt  with  under  their  appro¬ 
priate  headings. 

During  the  yeat ,  in  respect  to  Housing  conditions  the 
Council  has  made  Clearance  Orders  and  Compulsory 
Purchase  Orders  necessitating  the  demolition  of  136  houses, 
all  of  which  have  been  confirmed  by  the  Minister  of  Health. 
In  respect  to  individually  unfit  houses  11  Demolition  Orders 
have  been  made,  and  20  Closing  Orders  in  relation  to  parts 
of  dwellings  found  to  be  unfit. 

It  is  unfortunate  that,  owing  to  high  building  costs,  it 
has  not  been  possible  to  provide  the  requisite  number  of  new 
houses  to  accommodate  displaced  families,  and  it  would 
appear  that,  owing  to  the  shortness  of  time  till  December 
31st,  1938  (when  the  very  generous  Government  subsidies 
provided  by  the  1930  Housing  Act  come  to  an  end),  the  full 
financial  benefit  of  these  will  not  be  available. 

The  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  activities  continue  to 
expand,  as  will  be  seen  on  reference  to  the  Report ;  and  it 
is  hoped  that  before  long  some  provision  of  Maternity  Beds 
may  be  made. 

The  plans  for  a  New  Isolation  Hospital  have  been  passed 
and  work  has  commenced,  and  it  is  hoped  that  before  the 
end  of  another  year  the  new  buildings  will  be  complete. 

Before  concluding  my  Report,  which  is  drawn  up  in 
accordance  with  the  instructions  of  the  Ministry  of  Health, 
I  should  like  to  refer  to  the  fact  that  the  Sanitary  Inspector, 
Mr.  O.  E.  Graham,  has  completed  25  years  of  very  useful 
service  to  the  Town.

The  Whitby  War  Memorial  Cottage  Hospital  is  a 
voluntary  Institution  for  the  treatment  of  Medical  and 
Surgical  In-Patients.  It  contains  20  beds,  and  there  is  a 
well  equipped  Electrical  Department.  Plans  for  enlarge¬ 
ment  of  the  Hospital  are  under  consideration,  and  it  is 
hoped  that  Maternity  Wards  may  also  be  added. 

The  Whitby  Public  Dispensary,  a  voluntary  Institution 
in  Church  Street,  is  open  three  afternoons  a  week  for 
necessitous  cases. 

The  Isolation  Hospital,  Stainsacre  Lane,  is  administered 
by  a  Joint  Committee  of  the  Whitby  Urban  and  Rural 
Councils. 

The  building  of  a  new  Hospital  to  displace  the 
temporary  huts  has  been  long  delayed,  but  plans  have  now 
been  approved  by  the  Minister  of  Health  for  new  buildings. 

The  Medical  Staff  consists  of  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health,  who  is  Medical  Superintendent,  and  the  Medical 
Practitioners  of  Whitby  and  District. 

The  Nursing  Staff  consists  of  Matron  and  three  resident 
nurses ;  additional  temporary  nurses  are  engaged  as  and 
when  required.

(f)  Midwifery  and  Maternity  Services.

On  the  coming  into  force  of  the  Midwives’  Act,  1936, 
Nurse  Evelyn  Rees  was  appointed  in  addition  to  Nurse 
Robbins,  and  commenced  duty  in  September. 

The  Council  has  made  arrangements  for  the  following 
services  in  connection  with  Maternity  cases:  — 

Operative  Treatment. — The  arrangement  continues  by 
which  abnormal  obstetric  cases  requiring  operative  treat¬ 
ment  are  received  into  the  Whitby  Cottage  Hospital,  and 
during  1937  five  patients  received  such  treatment.  Negotia¬ 
tions  are  proceeding  between  the  Hospital  authorities  and 
the  Council  for  the  provision  of  Maternity  Wards. 

Obstetric  Consultant. — Dr.  G.  F.  Longbotham,  of 
Middlesbrough,  was  appointed  during  the  course  of  the  year. 

Patients  in  unsuitable  home  conditions  are  received 
into  the  Whitby  Institution  Infirmary,  according  to  an 
arrangement  made  by  this  Council,  being  admitted  there 
through  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  and  the  cost  paid  by 
the  Council.  Here,  again,  when  Maternity  Wards  are  in 
being,  such  cases  would  be  admitted  there. 

Puerperal  Pyrexia  Cases.— Facilities  for  Institutional 

treatment  of  such  cases  are  available  at  the  “  Glenerne  ” 
Nursing  Home,  Sleights,  under  an  arrangement  made  there 
by  this  Council.  In  the  event  of  patients  remaining  in  their 
own  homes,  an  arrangement  is  in  force  between  the  Council 
and  the  Whitby  District  Nursing  Association  for  their  Home 
Nursing. 

Home  Helps. — The  Council  has  made  arrangements 
by  which  the  services  of  suitable  Helps  can  give  assistance 
in  the  homes  in  approved  cases,  these  duties  being  purely 
domestic  and  not  to  include  any  nursing. 
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Milk  Meals.  — A  free  supply  is  provided  by  the  Council 
in  necessitous  cases  to  expectant  and  nursing  mothers  as 
well  as  to  infants  or  children  below  school  age.  During  the 
year  1937  this  has  amounted  to:  —

Maternal  Mortality.— According  to  the  Registrar- 
General's  Returns  there  have  been  no  deaths  from 
Puerperal  causes  since  the  year  1930. 

(g)  Institutional  Provision  for  Mothers  or  Children. 

The  Whitby  Social  Welfare  Society  investigates  and 
makes  arrangements  for  such  cases — a  most  valuable 
service. 

(h)  Health  Visitors. 

Number  employed,  1,  who  also  has  assistance  from  the 
Midwifery  Nurses.  The  Health  Visitor’s  duties  have  so 
far  been  combined  with  that  of  School  Nurse,  but  in  the 
coming  year  her  time  will  be  entirely  given  to  Health 
Visiting,  and  a  full  time  School  Nurse  will  be  appointed  by 
the  local  Education  Committee  of  the  County  Council.  This 
has  become  urgently  necessary,  owing  to  the  constant 
increase  in  the  numbers  to  be  dealt  with.

SECTION  C.— SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF 

THE  AREA. 

I— (i)  Water. 

The  water  undertaking  is  owned  by  the  Whitby  Water¬ 
works  Company.  A  good  supply  has  been  maintained 
throughout  the  year.  In  the  matter  of  periodical  tests  the 
Directors  have  arranged  with  Messrs.  Pattinson  and  Stead, 
Public  Analysts,  Middlesbrough,  to  make  one  chemical  and 
four  bacteriological  examinations  per  annum. 

Upon  their  last  test  Messrs.  Pattinson  and  Stead 
say  :  — 

“  This  sample  affords  no  evidence  of  pollution  by 
sewage  or  other  foul  drainage,  and  from  the  results  of 
both  the  chemical  and  bacteriological  examinations  we 
are  of  the  opinion  that  it  is  of  good  and  wholesome 
quality,  and  therefore  suitable  for  human  consumption.” 

(ii)  Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

Arrangements  have  been  made  whereby  the  Carr  Hill 
Lane  and  Briggswath  sewers  of  the  Urban  District  and 
those  of  the  village  of  Sleights  in  the  Rural  District  will  be 
dealt  with  by  the  sewage  treatment  works  which  are  now 
under  construction  by  the  Whitby  Rural  District  Council. 

2. — Rivers  and  Streams. 

There  has  been  no  flooding  in  any  part  of  the  town 
during  the  year.  The  condition  of  the  River  has  greatly 
improved  since  dredging  in  the  Lower  Harbour  has  been 
done  during  the  last  two  years,  not  only  in  respect  to  the 
deepening  of  the  channel,  but  also  on  account  of  the  removal 
of  deposit  which  had  collected  there  for  some  considerable 
time.

The  buildings 
are  equipped  with  adequate  changing  accommodation  and 
shower  baths. 

It  was  necessary  to  close  Cholmley  School  for  a 
fortnight  in  October  owing  to  Diphtheria,  and  Ruswarp 
C.E.  School  for  a  week  in  November,  owing  to  cases  of 
Scarlet  Fever.

In  order  to  make  provision  for  displaced  persons  from

Where  Milk  is  sold  in  bottles  it  is  of  the 
greatest  importance  that  these  should  be  steam-sterilised ; 
most  of  the  small  retailers  have  no  plant  for  doing  this. 

(b)  Meat  and  Other  Foods. 

The  Sanitary  Inspector’s  Report  contains  details  of 
inspection  of  these. 

There  are  5  Registered  and  3  Licensed  Slaughter- 
Houses,  and  though  there  is  no  improvement  in  their 
condition,  the  question  of  a  Public  Abattoir  is  in  abeyance 
pending  the  decision  as  to  a  National  or  Regional  Scheme 
for  the  Slaughtering  of  Animals. 

(c)  Adulteration,  etc. 

The  North  Riding  County  Council  is  the  Authority  for 
the  administration  of  the  Act. 

(d)  Chemical  and  Bacteriological  Examination  of  Food 

is  carried  out  at  the  North  Riding  Laboratory, 
Scarborough. 

(e)  Nutrition. 

Dissemination  of  knowledge  is  carried  out  in  the  homes 
by  the  Health  Visitor  as  well  as  by  the  Medical  Officer  at 
School  Clinics,  Welfare  Centres,  and  at  his  visits  to  the 
Schools. 

(f)  Shell-fish  (Molluscan). 

There  are  no  beds  or  layings  of  edible  shell-fish,  but 
mussels  used  for  bait  are  being  cultivated  in  the  river  and 
harbour  on  the  initiative  of  the  North-East  Sea  Fisheries 
Committee. 
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SECTION  F.— PREVALENCE  OF,  AND  CONTROL 
OVER,  INFECTIOUS  AND  OTHER  DISEASES. 

During-  the  year  there  were  31  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever 
notified  and  17  cases  of  Diphtheria,  all  of  which  were 
admitted  into  the  Isolation  Hospital. 

Free  Immunisation  against  Diphtheria  is  still  provided 
by  the  Council,  and  during  the  year  18  children  were  treated 
with  Alum  Precipitated  Serum  (one  single  injection  each). 
The  Schick  Test  is  not  resorted  to,  as  it  is  found  that  while 
agreeable  to  a  single  injection,  parents  are  unwilling  for  the 
children  to  submit  to  further  ones.  In  practically  all  cases 
the  reaction  produced  is  negligible.  When  it  is  considered 
that  of  the  557  cases  which  have  been  treated  since  this 
method  was  adopted  here  in  the  year  1935,  none  of  them 
(so  far  as  it  has  been  possible  to  ascertain)  has  since 
contracted  Diphtheria,  the  efficacy  of  the  Immunisation  is 
apparent.  The  attention  of  all  parents  is  drawn  to  the 
facilities  provided,  and  every  encouragement  is  given  to  them 
to  take  advantage  of  the  free  Immunisation.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  COUNCIL’S  SANITARY 

INSPECTOR 

AND  DIRECTOR  OF  PUBLIC  CLEANSING. 

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 

Whitby  Urban  District  Council. 

Mr.  Chairman  and  Members, 

I  beg"  to  submit  herewith  my  Annual  Report  for  the 
year  1937. 

It  is  now  twenty-five  years  since  I  took  up  my  duties  as 
Sanitary  Inspector  to  the  Council,  and  during  my  period  of 
office  in  Whitby  new  legislation  has  greatly  increased  the 
work  of  the  Department.  The  Housing  Acts  alone  have 
been  responsible  for  a  tremendous  amount  of  extra  work, 
as  will  be  seen  from  the  current  information  and  statistics, 
which  will  be  found  embodied  in  the  Report. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

Thirty  private  house  drains  have  been  reconstructed. 

Closet  Accommodation  and  Privy  Conversion. 

The  closet  accommodation  in  the  district  at  the  present 


time  is  as  follows:  —

COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL  OF  HOUSE  REFUSE. 

This  work  is  carried  out  by  a  regular  staff  of  workmen 
with  dustless-loading  mechanical  vehicles.  During  the 
winter  the  larger  portion  of  the  town  is  cleansed  weekly, 
but  there  are  congested  parts  of  the  old  town  which  are 
done  bi-weekly.  During  the  visiting  season  extra  transport 
is  brought  into  use,  the  staff  increased,  and  a  bi-weekly 
collection  maintained  throughout  the  whole  of  the  town, 
with  additional  visits  to  the  larger  hotels. 

The  amount  of  refuse  collected  increases  yearly,  and 
during  the  year  the  Council  decided  to  erect  a  modern 
refuse  disposal  plant  in  lieu  of  the  present  station,  which 
was  proving  inadequate.  It  is  hoped  this  will  be  put  into 
operation  for  the  coming  season. 

We  are  fortunate  in  Whitby  to  be  able  to  dispose  of 
all  the  screenings  from  house  refuse.  The  agricultural 
land  around  the  town  being  of  a  somewhat  heavy  nature, 
farmers  are  willing  to  purchase  screenings  to  work  into  the 
land  to  lighten  the  soil. 
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The  sales  of  salved  materials  separated  from  house 
refuse  during-  the  year  produced  the  following  revenue:  —

Street  Cleansing. 

The  streets  and  footpaths  throughout  the  town  are 
cleansed  daily  by  a  regular  staff  of  sweepers,  working  on  the 
beat  system.  Gully  cleansing  is  also  done  by  the  sweepers. 
Street  “  Orderlies  ”  are  rapidly  taking  the  place  of  the  old- 
fa  s h i  on ed  wheelbar row . 

Snow  Clearance. 

Every  endeavour  is  made  in  winter  to  keep  the  streets 
and  footpaths  clear  of  snow  and  ice,  but  I  am  inclined  to 
think  the  Public  do  not  realise  the  difficulties  attached  to 
this  work,  otherwise  they  would  not  expect  the  whole  town 
to  be  cleared — as  they  do — by  the  wave  of  a  magic  wand  ! 

Public  Lavatories. 

There  are  six  Public  Conveniences  in  the  district,  all  of 
which  have  acommodation  for  both  sexes. 

Eradication  of  the  Bed  Bug. 

1.  (a)  No  Council  House  has  been  found  to  be  infested 
with  bugs  during  the  year. 

1.  (b)  Nine  other  houses  in  the  town  were  found  to  be 

so  infested,  and  these  were  disinfested  by  the 
staff  of  the  Department. 

2.  The  disinfestation  was  by  spraying  with 

“  Kilgercide,  ”  followed  immediately  by  sulphur 
fumigation. 

3.  Where  bug  infestation  is  found  in  houses  of 
which  the  tenants  are  to  be  housed  in  Council 
Houses,  the  whole  of  the  contents  of  the  house 
are  disinfested  before  the  removal  takes  place. 
The  method  of  disinfestation  in  these  casps  being 
the  application  of  Hydrogen  Cyanide  Gas.  This 
work  is  carried  out  by  contract.

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Shops  Act,  1934. 

No  Certificates  of  Exemption  from  the  provisions  of 
Section  io  (2)  as  to  sanitary  conveniences  have  been  issued 
during-  the  year. 

Bakehouses. 

The  fifteen  bakehouses  in  the  town  have  been  visited  at 
intervals  and  have  been  found  to  be  clean  and  well  kept. 
The  use  of  the  only  underground  bakehouse  in  the  town  has 
been  discontinued  during  the  year. 

ICE  CREAM. 

An  increasing  amount  of  ice  cream  is  manufactured  in 
the  town,  and  although  we  have  no  Bye-laws  in  force  in  this 
district,  visits  are  paid  to  ensure  that  satisfactory  conditions 
prevail  where  it  is  prepared. 

DAIRIES,  COWSHEDS  AND  MILKSHOPS. 

There  are  now  35  Registered  Cowkeepers  and  55 
Retailers  in  the  Area,  this  being  an  increase  of  one  Cow- 
keeper  and  four  Retailers  over  last  year.  A  large  proportion 
of  the  milk  retailed  in  the  town  comes  in  from  the  Rural 
District. 

INSPECTION  OF  CATTLE  AND  DAIRIES. 

Bi-annual  inspections  are  made  of  all  the  cowsheds  in 
the  district,  conditions  generally  being  found  to  be  satis¬ 
factory.  The  Veterinary  Inspectors  of  the  North  Riding 
County  Council  periodically  make  clinical  examinations  of 
the  milch  cattle. 

MEAT  AND  FOOD  INSPECTION. 

By  constant  visits  to  all  the  private  slaughterhouses  I 
endeavour  to  inspect  all  animals  slaughtered  for  food,  with 
the  exception  of  sheep  ;  sheep  being  less  susceptible  to  the 
more  serious  diseases  met  with  in  other  food  animals.  The 
time  devoted  to  the  work  could  be  materially  lessened  if  the 
town  possessed  a  Public  Abattoir. 

T  he  diseases  met  with  in  animals  killed  for  food  during 
the  year  were  as  follows: — Tuberculosis,  inflammatory 
conditions  due  to  many  causes,  abscesses  on  organs,  oedema 
as  a  result  of  other  infections,  cystic  and  other  parasitic 
diseases,  cirrhosis,  and  certain  condemnations  were  made 
where  animals  had  become  asphyxiated.  Tuberculosis  was 
the  chief  disease  found. 

It  has  not  been  possible  to  keep  an  exact  record  of  the 
total  number  of  animals  slaughtered  during  the  year,  but  a 
close  estimate  would  appear  to  be  1,130  beasts,  165  calves, 
4,050  sheep,  and  2,700  pigs.  The  number  of  cows 
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slaughtered  in  the  town,  compared  with  bullocks  and  heifers, 
is  not  more  than  i  per  cent. 


The  entire  carcases  of  4  beasts,  2  pigs,  1  sheep  and 
2  calves,  together  with  10  forequarters  of  beef  were 
condemned  during  the  year,  also  parts  of  carcases  and  offal, 
including  viscera  generally  from  other  carcases.  The 
following  summary  gjves  the  total  weight  of  meat  and  offal 
condemned  during  the  year: — •

The  North  Riding-  County  Council  is  the  Authority  for 
the  administration  of  this  Act  in  Whitby  Urban  District. 

Offensive  Trades. 

The  offensive  trades  carried  on  in  premises  at  Spital 
Bridge,  Whitby,  under  licence,  are  those  of  tripe  boiling, 
bone  boiling,  fat  melting  and  gut  scraping. 

Slaughter  of  Animals  Act,  1933. 

Forty-two  slaughtermen’s  licences  were  issued  during 
1937,  at  a  fee  of  one  shilling  in  each  case. 

THEATRES,  MUSIC  HALLS,  Etc. 

The  four  major  places  of  entertainment  in  the  area  are 
the  Spa  Ballroom  and  Pavilion,  and  the  Empire,  Coliseum 
and  Waterloo  Cinemas.  These  are  all  well  maintained  and 
the  sanitary  accommodation  is  satisfactory. 

RATS  AND  MICE  DESTRUCTION  ACT,  1919. 

As  has  been  the  practice  in  the  past,  poison  baits  have 
been  laid  by  the  Council  workmen  in  infested  places.  Bills 
have  been  posted  throughout  the  town  and  special  efforts  to 
eradicate  rats  have  been  made  during  National  Rat  Week.
